Witness Tells of Torture. In- 


flicted on MacArthur, 
VICTIMS ARE HUNG ON BARS 


Frequently They Would Faint from 
Exhaustion—In Fights, Object 
Was To Cut Plebe’s Face 
to Pisces—Foreign Ca- 
dets Hazed. 


Washington, January 24.—The commit- 
tee which is investigating the hazing of 
Cadet Booz had before it today the last 
witness who will be called on to testify. 
He was H. F. Cunningham, of Hamilton 
institute, New York, who was formerly 
a cadet at West Point. 

He testified that his tentmate was Ca- 
det MacArthur, a son of General Mac- 
Arthur. He described the hazing of Mac- 
Arthur in July, 18%. He said he reeled 
into the tent after being hazed and went 
into conyulsions, writhing and moan- 
ing so that he (Cunningham) covered him 
with a blanket to prevent his moans 
from being heard by the officer of the 
day. 

Asked as to what was done to Mac- 
Cunningham replied that they 
had done everything which came under 
the head of “exercising.”’ 

MacArthur in Convulsions. 

Witness said he would distinctly class 
MacArthur’s writhings as convulsions, 
not cramps, as MacArthur had testified, 
(MacArthur was urged to go on sick re- 
port mext day, but refused. He was 
hazed because he was a son of General 
MacArthur, although he never had ex- 
hibited undue pride in the relationship. 


The worst hazers in the witness’s part 


of camp were Barry, Dockery and Duval. 
Witness said one reason why he left the 
academy was his feeling that hazing ex- 
erted a brutal influence. MacArthur had 
said to him that “another night like 
that would make me feel like resigning. 2g

‘Witness named Cadets Hill, Howse, 
Haskell and Kensel as cadets who suf- 
fered from convulsions, and needed med- 
ical assistance as a result of hazing. A 
cadet officer told. witness a cadet had 
choked Kensel to prevent him uttering 
cries. Cadet Crown had ‘qualified on 
prunes,’ breaking the record by eating 
136. They made him sick. One of the 
academy instructors lectured against 
hazing, and the classes decided against 
‘hazing,’ ete. As they left the lecture 
some one shouted, “Brace!"’ and every- 
one “braced,’’ and that ended the agree- 
ment to stop hazing. Commenting.on a 
statement by General Ludlow that ‘‘col- 
lege hazing and West Point hdzing’ 
were the same, the witness said: 

“IT refute that statement. I went 
through college before I went to West 
Point, and I know there is nothing in 
college like the hazing at West Point.” 

Hazing Is Exquisite Torture. 

He described hazing as nothing short 
of exquisite torture. He gave a graphic 
account of the pain suffered in certain 
forms of hazing which fairly sent a shud- 
der through the listeners.

Mrs. Nation Was Badly Bruised.

Pnterprise, Kan., January “%.—A stneet 
fight between women, led one one side by 
Mrs. Carrie Nation, the saloon wrecker, 
with a. following of W. C. T. U. women, 
and the other by Mrs. John Schilling, wife 
of the manager of the saloon wrecked, 
backed by a dczen women who cham- 
pioned the saloons, was enacted here to- 
day. 

As a result Mrs. Nation swore out war- 
rants against Mrs. Schilling and her hus- 
band, and Mrs. William Bittner, charg- 
ing them with assault, and Mrs. Hoffman 
Swore out a warrant against Mrs. Nation, 


All were arrested, but later were released 
on bond. 

At 10 o’clock today Mrs. Nation, in com- 
pany with several W. C. T. U. leaders, 
entered a store near William Shook’s sa- 
loon, which is still unmolested. Mrs. Na- 
tion, apparently to give him warning, 
sent for Shook. He complied, but before 
many words were exchanged between the 
two she was assaulted by a crowd of wo- 
men, partisans of the saloons. A gen- 
eral fight between the women ensued, dur- 
ing which a woman, heavily veiled, rained 
blow after blow upon Mrs. Nation with 
a horse whip. Men drawn to the scene 
offered no aid to either side. Quiet was 
restored only when the police interfered. 
Mrs. Nation was badly bruised. 

All concerned, except Mrs. Nation, were 


bound over for trial at 1 o’clock tomor- 
row. 


Mrs. Nation went to the house of one 
of her friends to doctor her wounds, and 
she declared, ‘“‘Prepare for tomorrow.”

The case was concluded promptly. Mrs. 
Nation was found not guilty of .disturb- 
ing the peace and was released. The 
cases of the three women arrested on 
complaint of Mrs. Nation were continued 
unti] tomo’*ow. Mrs. Nation declares she 
will swear ut additional warrants 
against these women, charging them with 
attempt to kill. 

Mrs. Na declared she had encoun- 
tered more trouble here than at any place 
visited by her.

FIGHT ON FOR 
~COEDUCATION 


Resolution Goes in at Meeting of 
Board of Education, - 


A DISPARITY IN. SALARIES 


Proposition Referred to Committee 
on Teachers Was for a Consoli- 
dation of the Boys’ and 
Girls’ High Schools 
at Once. 


At the meeting of the board of educa- 
tion yesterday afternoon Hamilton Doug- 
las introduced a resolution providing for 
the consolidation of the boys’ and girls’ 
high schools of the city and their con- 
tinuance under a coeducational system. 

This resolution was inspired incident- 
ally by a desire to provide school facili- 
ties for the chHdren who are clamoring 
for admittance into the high schools. 
The report of the superintendent showed 
that there would be five or six hundred 
girls and over two hundred boys to be 
accommodated in the two high schools 
next term and that present facilities were 
entirely inadequate. 

The plan for coeducation in Atlanta has 
been suggested before, but the earnest- 
ness with which it was considered yes- 
terday indicates that the problem is one 
demanding immediate solution. 

Under the suggested arrangement both 
boys and girls living on the north side 
would attend school at the present Boys’ 
High school building and those children 
living on the south side would go to 
the present Girls’ High school build- 
ing. 

Mr. Douglas is warmly in favor of co- 
education and spoke at length in defense 
of the proposed change. In the course 
of his remarks he called attention to 
the fact that the seven teachers of the 
Boys’ High school were receiving $9,000 
annually in salaries, whereas fifteen 


same work. This inequality in remunera- 
tion, he said, should not exist. 

His res@lution was referred to the com- 
mittee on schools and teachers. 

Superintendent Slaton and Hoke Smith, 
chairman of the board, were seen last 
night by a representative of The Consti- 
tution, but refused to discuss Mr. Doug- 
las’s resolution until it is reported on by 
the committee. 

It was the opinion of the board that 
with the appropriation passed to the 
school fund by council it would be entire- 
ly impossible to provide school facilities 
this fall for al] the children of school 
age. 

"  Superintendent’s Report. 

Superintendent Slaton submitted an 
elaborate report, urging the necessity o? 
the study of grammar and recommending 
its continued use as one of the text 
books in the schools. His report was re- 
ferred to the committee on schools ani 
teachers by motion of Mr. Douglas.

Pp ERNEST ALBERT, the second son 

of tre new king and queen of Great 
Britain—Prince Albert Victor. the eldest 
son having died January 14, 1892, at the 
age of eighteen—is the heir apparent. Up 
to hig grandmother's death he was duke 
of York, earl of Inverness and Baron 
Killarney. Since his father’s succession 
to the throne the duke of York is made 
the duke of Cornwall and heir-direct to 
the throne. 

Comparatively little is known to the 
world at large about his tastes, his daily 
life and hts character. He is a sailor, 
having joined the navy within a few days 
of attaining his twelfth year, and sailors 
are proverbially modest. Significant of 
the man is the well-authenticated fact 
that, when he wasasked sometime ago 
for his favorite motto, he replied: 

“England expects every man to do his 
duty.”’ 

Well Received in Ireland. 

This is very forcibly illustrated by the 
fact that when it became advisable, some 
few years ago, for reasons of state, that 


_ he should visit Ireland, he liwed up to the 


duty implied in his favorite’s motto, de- 
spite the factthat both he and his wife 
were overwhelmed with anonymous let- 
ters threatening them with a speedy end 
if they carried out their intention. 

The trip to Ireland was made, and 
proved such a success that it was seri- 
ousiy discussed immediately afterwards 
whether it would be wise to create the 
duke of York prince of Ireland, and make 
the title.a permanent one for the eldest 
son of the prince of Wales. 

Likes Naval Life. 

The present duke of Corhwall had an 
early training practically identioal with 
that of his elder brother, but even in the 
nursery Prince George made it quite clear 
that he was determined to be a sailor.

GREAT DAY AT BRUNSWICK 


Delegations frdm All Along the Line 
and Prominent Men~ Present. 
Speeches Made ond a Re- 
ception to President 
Machen. 


Brunswick, Gu., January 24.—(Special.) 
Two hundred and thirty-five delegates 
registered this morning for the Bruns- 
wick and Birmingham convention and 
about 100 more came in on trains after- 
wards, making the convention in point 
of numbers one of the greatest ever held 
in this séction. The most prominent mén 
in Georgia and Alabama are here, includ- 
ing Hon. W. A. Hemphill. Attorney Gen- 
eral Joe Terrell, Price Gilbert, Charles L. 
Davis, Walter E. Steed, Warner Hill, 
Allen Fort, J. Lee Ensign, Mayor Chap- 
pell, of Columbus, and John B. Felder, R. 
G. Mitchell, Thomas Wilson, W. B. 
Moore, J. @. Knapp, J. E. Mercer. of 
Fitzgerald, besides many from Alabama. 

The conyention organized by electing 
Frank D, Aiken, prdsident: C. D. Ogg, 
secretary, and C. W. Deming, of Bruns- 
wick, assistant secretary. 

The address of welcome in behalf of 
Brugwsick was made by Acting Mayor 
Hon, J. E. GuBignon and on behalf of the 
Brunswick board of trade by Hon. E. H. 
Mason. Colonel Henry R. Goetchius, of 
Columbus, spoke for that section. Ad- 
drégses were also made by Hon. Allen 
Fort, Hon, Warner Hill, President E. C. 
Machen, of the Brunswick and Birming- 
ham railroad; W. W. McDonald and 
Judge Dart, of Coffee county, and others. 

Colonel W. A. Hemphill was called on 
by the convention for a speech and made 
one of the best impromptu efforts ever 
listened to here. He arrived this morning 
and his appearance on the stage was the 
signal for applause and his speech was, 
enthusiastically received. Attorney Gen- 
eral Joseph Terrell also received a splen- 
did reception from the convention and 
was called upon the stage at the conven- 
tion’s request. Both these distinguished 
Georgians were the recipient of much 
attention al] day. 

President Machey was given an ovation 
on his appearance and was surrounded 
by enthusiastic workers for the road 
every minute of hig time, his speech be- 
ing received with marked enthusiasm. 


President Machen’s £peech. 


“Yoy will understand that I am _ here 
in a representative capacity, Even 
though my associates in this enterprise 
Are not here in person, each one of them 
wil be here in spirit, for their every 
feeling is enlisted in the building of the 
road we @re here to inaugurate. At the 
Liu SNwid, I vex to thank -you in their 
name, as well as in my own, for your 
presence here, which is accepted as a 
tribute to honest endeavor to add to the 
prosperity that is floating all over the 
country. Your presence indicates that 
you w.jJ be In hearty sympathy with the 
enterpruse when put in possession of suffi- 
cient facts to justify the conclusion that 
it will progress upon honest lines. 

“There is no other purpose than to 
build this road as its name indicates, As 
to what exact location will be given it, 
will be determined by the developments, 
either made during this convention or 
what will grow out of it. This convention 
was instigated and gotten up by the peo- 
ple of Brunswick to test the sense of the 
communities between here aud Birming- 
ham, in omer that they might answer 
the guestion as to whether this road was 
desired, and if so, to get a practical 
demonstration of the fact.

Excitement in ‘Carll Coun 
Over Discovery, 


NEGRO CHARGED WITH CRIME 


(Léttle Otis Word Had About Ten 
Dollars—Was Seen Making Pur- 
chases in a Store—Negro 
Followed Him—Found 
with Throat Cut. 


Carrollton, Ga., January 24.—(Special.)— 
One of the most horrible and brutal mur- 
ders in the history of Carroll county, if 
not in the state of Georgia, seems to have 
been committed near Victory, ten miles 
southwest of here on the evening of Jan- 
uary Ist. 

On that evening, Otis Word, the four- 
teen-year-old'son of Mr. Charley Word, a 
respectable and prosperous citizen of that 
community, disappeared. After a day 
or two Mr. Word came to town and had 
a descriptive circular printed and circu- 
lated about his lost boy) and search was 
made and inquiry had in every way pos- 
sible, but days went by and no trace of the 
little fellow could be had. He was last 
seen alive at a store at Victory, Ga., 
where he had some $10, and was making 
purchases of handkerchiefs for a lot of 
his associates, among whom he had made 
up a club to buy these handkerchiefs. 

A young negro woman of that section 
witnessed the purchases at the store, 
and saw the boy’s money. He was later 
seen going up the pond, or rather the 
river, above McDaniel’s mill, near there 
at dark, with the negro following close. 
The negro’s name is Ike Williams, aged 
about twenty-one years, who, it is said, 


has recently been discharged from the 
Alabama chaingang. “After some days it 
was discovered that Williams had sold 
and had in his possession handkerchiefs 
like the ones he saw the boy buy at the 
Victory store. He was arrested on this 
suspicion and put on trial, but the boy's 
father got information that a boy an- 
swermg the description of Otis had just 
turned up at Tallapoosa, and upon the 
explanation from the father that the boy 
was constantly trading, and the negro 
saying that he bought the handkerchiefs 
from the boy, he was discharged and 
later on engaged to work on Bowdon 
college, where he was, arrested yesterday 
evening on the finding of the dead body. 
The pond was let off ad the river run 
dragged, and yesterday evening about 
4 o'clock, Dick Shinn; Tete Allen and J. 
B. Word, the boy’s! uncle, found the 
boy’s remains standing in a tree top, 
lodged. On extricating the body the 
throat was found cut from the right ju- 
gular vein, and the cut ran around his 
neck past the back wof ‘his neck, almost 
severing the head Rom the body. No 
handkerchiefs were found in his pockets, 
and the money was gone. The negro, it 
is said, returned to the store in about 
two hours, after he had left that evening 
with the boy, and spent money freely. 
That same night he had gone to another 
negro’s house and taken off a pair of 
pants. These pants were before the cor- 
oner and showed blood and river mud 
on them. - 

The negro was adroitly landed in jail 
here last night, within a few hours after 
the discovery, by Sheriff Merrell and 
Deputy Webb. 

Excitement is intense over the county, 
and to fever’s. heat at the boy’s home, 
Victory. The negro stoutly protests that 
he knows nothing of the boy’s disappear- 
ance,

Whole Train on Georgia Southern 
Left Track. 


BUT NO LIVES WERE LOST 


Gun in Rack on Paymaster’s Car 
Fell to the Floor. 


THAT OFFICER WAS BADLY WOUNDED 


Gun Discharged and Mr. Austin Was 
Shot in the Thigh—Superin- 
tendent Shot in Head. 


Macon, Ga., January 24.—(Special.)—The 
facts of the derailment of a train on the 
Georgia Southern and Florida railroad 
four miles from Hampton, Fia., and 253 
miles from Macon yesterday afternoon 
have been more definitely ascertained to- 
day. The cause of the accident is not 
known. The railroad officers here doubt 
if it was due to a spreading of rails, nor 
do they think any miscreants endeavored 
deliberately to wreck it. The whole train 
left the track. The jolting caused a win- 
chester to drop in the pay car attached 
to the train and J. R. L. Austin, the pay- 
master, was shot in the thigh. He bled 
profusely. Dr. J. M. Ross, who was sent 
to the scene by the railroad company, 
telegraphed this afternoon that Mr. Aus- 
tin’s condition was hopeful, but that in 
his exhausted condition there had been 
no attempt to probe for the bullet. Gen- 
eral Superintendent Grady, of the road, 
was in the pay car and was injured about 
the head, but not seriously. He was 
able to superintend the clearing of the 
track, which was quickly done, a freight 
train going through to Palatka this morn- 
ing. The north-bound passenger reached 
the city this afternoon at 5 o'clock, bring- 
ing four negroes who made up the pay 
car crey They were all injured and 
occupied a special car. Their names are 
Dan Martin, Freeman Walker, Charles 
Williams, the cook, and Devvisey Brad- 
ley, the porter. They were hurt various- 
ly, but none seriously. Contusions and 
wrenched muscles were the extent of 
their injuries. On arriving here they ob- 
jected to being taken to the hospital and 
each was carried in the city ambutance 
to his home and placed under the treat- 
ment of Dr. Moore. The damage done to 
the equipment was very slight.

‘SIX HUNDRED: WARRIORS 
MARCHING ON A TOWN 


Soldiers Being Rushed to the Scene 
of Trouble—Alleged That the 
Indians Have Determined 
To Burn All Railroad 
Bridges. 


Muskogee, I. T., January 24.—The Creek 
uprising is growing to dangerous propor- 
tions. 

Marshal Bennett has just received a 
telegram from Bristow, I. T., announcing 
that 600 armed Creeks stationed two miles 
from there are preparing to attack the 
town, and pleading for protection. Mar- 
shal Bennett and Agent Shoenfelt are 
swearing in large numbers of deputies, 


whom they are forwarding to the scene, 


of trouble. It is now feared they will 
reach the town too late, and the mayor 
of Bristow has been instructed to swear 
in all the men necessary to protect the 
town. 

Soldiers are being hurried from Fort 
Reno to the seat of trouble, but they will 
not reach Bristow before tomorrow night, 
as they will arrive at Henrietta first. and 
go overland. Indian Agent Shoenfelt will 
ask for more help, as it is found that one 
company of cavalry cannot handle the 
situation, for the Indians are divided into 
bands of 100. 

Marshal Bennett with six deputies is 
about to leave for Eufaula, were Crazy 
Snake was seen today, and will attempt 
his capture. The Snake band is within 
three miles of Bristow, and is reported to 
have whipped two white men. The Dawes 
commission fear for the safety of their 
party of appraisers, headed by Represen- 
tative Hackbust, of Leavenworth, Kan., 
in the Wetumpka district. Nothing has 
been heard from them for two days. 

Choctaws Are Rising. 

South McAlester, I. T., January 24.— 
Yesterday’s reports of an armed uprising 
of disaffected Choctaws was fully con- 
firmed today by runners sent out last 
night.. The men report a number of Creek 
Indians with the Choctaws. The Choctaw 


«Rebels elected Daniel Bell as chief, this 


being part of a preconcerted plan made 
The Creeks, 
who call themselves Snakes, acknowledge 
the leadership of Crazy Snake, of the 
Creeks. They have an organization in 
every county in the nation and claim to 
have 2,600 members enrolled. They have 
adopted the same _ resolutions as_ the 
Creeks, are notifying citizens not to rent 
land to white men or employ them, and 
have sworn to punish those who violate 
thelr law by eivine fifty lashes on the 
bare back for the first offense, ears cut 
off for the second and death for the third. 
They ride about in small squads, well 
armed. They will not talk to whites or 
others whom they suspect of being 
against them. The leaders have picked 
their men and have been secretly arming 
them for some time. It is reported that 
there is to be a big conference Sunday, 
but the place is secret. The Choctaws 
have passed resolutions to burn all rail- 
way bridges and take charge of the 
towns. Two hundred well armed Choc- 
taws are encamped eight miles northeast 
of this city, where they have been in con- 
tinuous consultation for the past two 
days. 

Tnited States Marshal Grady has wired 
to the department of justice for permis- 
sion to swear in extra marshals, which. 
if granted, will suffice to protect South 
McAlester and other large towns. 

Governor Dukes on Trouble. 

Fort Smith, Ark... January 24.—Choctaw 
Governor G. W. Dukes, who has been 
in the city 'all week as an attorney in 
the Towne murder case, left tonight for 
Muskogee to investigate the renorted 
Snake Indian uprising and the affected 
Choctaws. He said just before his de- 
parture: 

“T am going to Muskogee to personally 
view the situation. I do not believe the 
condition in the Indian country is as bad 
as stated, even among the Creeks, and 
as for my people, while there may be a 
few foolish enough to join the uprising, 
as a whole they are too law-abiding to 
do so. So far as we are concerned, there 
will be no need to call for government 
troops. There can be no doubt, however, 
that the Snakes are rising, as trouble 
has been brewing among them for several 
months.”’ 

Governor Dukes was shown the dis- 
patch from South McAlester stating that 
he had been deposed by the full blé@ods. 
He seemed nettled and said: 

“That is the first I have heard of it. 
But .I am governor and will remain so.’’

FRECKLED FACED 
AND RED HAIRED 


That Describes Many Student 
in Indian Schools, 


S SAYS SENATOR JONES 


But He Asserts They Are Indians in 
Spite of Looks—Mr. Pettigrew 
Makes a Bitter Attack 
on the Dawes Com- 
mission. 


Washington, January 24.—The senate 
devoted today to the discussion of the 
Indian appropriation bill, making only 
fair progress. : 

Senator Frye announced that tomorrow 
he should move to afford an opportunity 
to Senator Depew to address the senate 
upon the shipping bill. 

The discussion of the Indian bill was 
frequently interrupted by calls for a 
quorum made by Mr. Wellington, of 
Maryland, who was insistent to the last 
upon the pr-sence of a full senate. 

Mr. Pettigrew made an attack upon the 
Dawes Indian commission, saying that 
there was nothing to show that there was 
any chance of the completion of the work, 
even with the $300,000 provided. 

The war revenue reduction bill was re- 
ported from the finance committee by Mr. 
Ildrich, who announced that he would 
call it up early next week. 

Mr. Gallinger said that he would call up 
the pension appropriation bill when the 
Indian bill was: out of the way. Mr. Pet- 
tigrew said that he did not intend to 
make any filibuster against any meas- 
ure. 

An adverse report upon the printing of 
the Filipino petition was presented from, 
the committee on the Philippines, and 
was sent to the calendar. 

The resolution of Mr. Pettigrew asking 
information concerning the reported de- 
portation of A. Mabini, a citizen of the 
Philippines, to Guam, was adopted. 

The Indian appropriation bill was then 
taken up. 

During the consideration of the appro- 
priation for Indian schools Mr. Butler 
said he had visited such schools and ob- 
served that there were present, taking 
advantage of the benefits, children who 
were not Indians, and he asked what pro- 


—portion of Indian blood wag; necessary ;to 


secure admission to such schools. 

Mr. Thurston answered that no children 
are received unless they are regarded as 
Indians by the tribes, no matter how 
slight the admixture of Indian blood. 
He had, he said, seen in a tepee with a 
woman, evidently on Indian squaw, chil- 
dren of her own who had red hair. It 
was impossible, he said, to exclude chil- 
dren from the schools merely because 
they might have red hair or a light skin. 

Whites in Indian Schools. 

Mr. Butler insisted that many of the 
children who were attending Indian 
schdols were white, and that the abuse 
of the Indian school appropriation was 
flagrant and notorious. 

Mr. Teller, of Colorado, was satisfied 
Mr. Butler was mistaken. He knew per- 
gonally, he said, that children were not 
admitted to the Indian schools whose 
parents did not maintain their tribal rela- 
tions. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, added that he 
knew many Indian children who had 
freckled faces, blue eyes and red hair. 

Mr. Pettigrew expressed the opinion 
that the whole Indian school system 
ought to be overhauled. Millions of dol- 
lars of government money were being ex- 
pended upon the education of Indian chil- 
dren. some of which ought’ not to be ex- 
pended upon those who were getting the 
benefits of the schools. He thought the 
Carlisle (Pennsylvania) and the eastern 
schools shoujd@ be abolished. 

At 2 o’clock the shipping bill was the 
unfinished business, but it was laid aside 
temporarily to proceed with the Indian 
bill. Mr. Frye, in charge of the shipping 
bill, announced that after Mr. Depew's 
speech tomorrow he would again yield 
to the appropriation bill. 

Dawse’s Commission Attacked. 

Mr. Pettigrew asserted that there was 
no more corrupt or extravagant body in 
the service of the United States than the 

Dawes commission. Hg attacked par- 
ticularly the increase from $30,000 to $300,- 
000 ef the appropriation for the commis- 
sion, He believed the work done by the 
appraisers of the Indian lands could be 
done for 10 per cent of what the govern- 
ment was paying for it. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansag, controverted 
this, saying the commission was economi- 
eally and thoroughly doing a work ab- 
solutely necessary to the rights of the 
tens of thousands of persons interested. 

The president pro tem., Mr. Frye, ap- 
pointed Senators Lindsay and Hoar as 
members of the joint commissian of the 
two houses of congress to prepare for the 
celebration of the 100th anniversary of 
the assumption by John Marshall of the 
chief justiceship of the United States. 

Mr. Hoar offered a resolution providing 
that on February 22d Washington's fare- 
well address shall be read by a senator to 
be hereafter named. It was adopted. 

Mr. Aldrich, of Rhode Island, reported 
the war revenue reduction bill from the 
committee on finance and gave notice 
that he would call up the measure the 
first of next week. He said that the com- 
mittee had amendments covering the sale 
of stock and merchandise under consid- 
eration, which would be submitted at an 
early date. 

After an unsuccessful effort of Mr. 
Stewart to hold a night session to con- 
sider pension bills, debate was then re- 
sumed upon the Dawes cummission 
amendment. 

Mr. Pettigrew offered an amendment 
providing that the commission should file 
an itemized statement of its expenditures 
to January 1, 1901, and annually there- 
after. The amendment was accepted and 
the amendment making the total $324,000 
was adopted. 

After the reading of the bill. had prog- 
ressed for half an hour Mr. Wellington 
moved to adjourn, which being defeated, 
he suzgested the absence of a quorum 
and the roil call showing gly thirty-five 
senators, the senate, on motion of Mr.

Finance Committee Has Com- 
‘pleted Work on Revenue 
Reduction Measure 


ABOUT FORTY MILLIONS 
SHVED TO TAXPAYERS 


Measure Practically New and Does 
Not Cut Quite as Deep as House 
Bill—List of Articles on 
Which the Taxes 
Are Cut. 


Washington, January 24.—Senator Al- 
drich, chairman of the senate commit- 
tee on finance, today reported the war 
revenue reduction bill back to the sen- 
ate. The committee reports a complete 
substitute for the bill as it passed the 
house. Senator Aldrich made a state- 
ment explaining the changes, which are 
as follows: 

STAMP TAX REPEALED.—Promis- 
sory notes, mortgages, bills of lading for 
export, powers of attorney, protest, char- 
ter, party, certificates of all kinds, leases, 
warehouse _ receipts, telegraphic dis- 
patches, telephone messages, passage 
tickets, costing less than $30, express 
receipts, freight receipts, bonds, except 
bonds of indemnity, legacies to religious. 
charitable, literary or educational insti- 
tutons. 

SPECIAL TAX REPEALED.—Commer- 
clal brokers.

On all sales of collectors to brew- 
ers and manufacturers of tobacco and 
snuff upon the Stamps provided for the 
payment of internal revenue taxes upon 
beer and manufartured tobacco ayd 
snuff, provided, that the discount allowed 
to brewers upon beer stamps shall be in 
lieu of the discount of 7% percentum al- 
loved by the act of June 13, 1898. The 
effect is to reduce the beer tax to $1.50 
per barrel and on snuff and tobacco to 9 
cents a pound. m 

There is a general reduction of the tax 
on insurance policies and renewals and 
ir lieu of the present taxes, special 
taxes shall be imposed to be paid by the 
insurance companies, as follows: 

Life insurance companies, 4 cents on the 
amount insured for each $100 or fraction 
of every policy. This provision is mod- 
ified by the following proviso: 

“In all poliices for life insurance only, 
issued on the industrial or other weekly 
or monthly payment plan of: insurance, 
the tax shall be 20 percentum of the first 
weekly premium, or 5 percentum of the 
first monthly premium. The provisions 
of this section shall not apply to any fra- 
ternal beneficial society or order, or 
farmers’ purely local co-operative com- 
pany or association, or employees’ relief 
association, operated on a large system, or 
local, co-operative plan, organized and 
conducted solely by the members thereof, 
for the exclusive benefit of its members, 
and not for profit.”’ 

Marine, inland, fire, casualty, fidelity 
and guaranty insurance companies—one- 
quarter of one per cent of the gross pre- 
mium receipts “purely co-operative or 
mutual fire insurance companies” to be 
exempted. 

To Make Annual Returns 

All insurance companies are to make 
annual returns to the commissioner of 
internal revenue, to aid in the levy and 
collection. Non-payment will make the 
delinquent company lIlaule for the pay- 
ment of double the amount of the special 
tex, and it is to be deemed guilty of mis- 
derreanor, punishable by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $800. The commissioner of inter- 
nal revenue is authorized to examine 
books of companies suspected of false re- 
turns. 

The rate of conveyances, including deeds 
to land, is materially reduced. In the ex- 
isting law all deeds covering values ex- 
ceeding $100 are taxed at the rate of § 
eents. The senate committce removes 
the tax on all deeds where valuations are 
below $2,500 and makes ths tax rate 25 
instead of 3 cents. For each additional 
$500 above $3,000 the tax is to be 25 cents. 

The tax on bankers is fixed at the rate 
of $1 on. each $1,000 of capital and surplus 
used by them. 

Section 20 of the existing law pertaining 
to proprietary articles, ‘ncluding drugs,’* 
perfumeries, etc., is practically rewritten. 
The first portion of the section is al- 
lowed to stand, except that perfumpries 
and cosmetics are eliminated. The pro- 
viso as reported provides:

MONEY ENOUGH 
VOTED FOR NAVY 


Cannon Says Time Is Near To 
Call a Halt 


STRONG AVY 1S) NEEDED 


But It Will Be Strong Enough When 
| Ships Now Authorized Are 
Completed--Names of Bry- 
an and Hanna Figure 
in Debate. 


Washington, January 24—The house to- 
day continued the consideration of the 
naval appropriation bill and practically 
completed it Lefore adjournment. One 
small matter went over until tomorrow. 
The debate upon the present naval bill has 
lacked the interesting and sensational 
features of recent ‘years. Several items 
went over on points of order today, but 
no material amendments were made. 

Mr. Cannon, chairman of the appro- 
priation committee, made a notable state- 
ment to the effect that when the ships 
now authorized and vo be authorized had 
been completed, $30,000,000 would have been 
spent upon the new navy, and that in his 
opinion the time to stop will then have 
arrived, 

Mr. W. A. Smith, of Michigan, brought 
up the question of the abrogation of the 
treaty of 1817 prohibiting the maintenance 
of war vessels upon the great lakes, Mr. 
Smith said the treaty was an inhibition 
upon the ship building and commercial 
interests of the lakes against which he 
protested. 

Mr. Mann, of Illinois, opposed the abro- 
gation of the treaty. It would mean that 
England could build great ships there 
which would threaten the cities on the 
American side and the whole commerce 
of the lakes, 

Mr. Boutell, of Illinois, favored modifi- 
cation, mainly to permit one small armed 
vessel on the upper lakes and one on the 
lower. Mr. Foss, in charge of the Dill, 
said the matteg was one for the state de- 
partment to consider. 

Victory for Naval Committee. 

The paragraph appropriating $100,000 for 
hydrographic surveys, which aroused so 
long and bitter fight last year between 
the naval and appropriations committee, 
was today passed with merely an inquiry 
from Mr. Cannon as to how much of the 
appropriations of last year for hydro- 
graphic surveys had been expended. 

Mr. Foss replie@ that $75,000 had been 
used. The provision tn the present bill 
makes the victory of the navy and the 
naval committee complete. 

Mr. Rixey, a democratic member of the 
naval committee, opposed the provision 
for the increase of the navy on the ground 
that the recent contracts let would for 
the present absorb the capabilities of our 
Shipyards. He had a sharp dispute with 
Mr. Wheeler, of Kentucky. 

“I am not only in favor of my country,’ 
said Mr. Rixey, “when it is right, but I 
am in favor of it, right or wrong.’’ (Ap- 
plause.) 

“IT am not in favor of following my 
country,’’ replied Mr. Wheeler, ‘“‘where to 
follow it means to indorse the subjection 
of a people and the crushing of their lib- 
erties.”” (Applazuse.) 

Mr. Rixey said that if the building of 
the navy was rushed along at an inor- 
dinate rate, in a few years it might make 
our new ships obsolete. He was in favor 
of going slower. 

Mr. Wheeler contended that the demo- 
cratic party had always been in favor of 
a strong navy. 

“Is the gentleman aware.”’ interposed 
Mr. Foss, “‘that William J. Bryan; on the 
floor of this house, in 18990, opposed the 
further construction of ships?’’ 

“William Jennings Bryan,” retorted Mr. 
Wheeler, “is a great, pure and able dem- 
ocrat, but he is not the democratic party. 
Men who recognize as their party Shibo- 
leth and mainspring of action the will of 
one man, Marcus Aurelius Hanna, cannot 
understand how democrats can recognize 
& great and distinguished citizen and lead- 
er and at the same time differ from him 
on questions of policy.”

Further provision is made that nw. taxes 
shall be imposed on physicians’ prescrip- 
tions for individuals. 

On proprietary art’cles as fixed In sched- 
ule B of the existing law there are mate- 
rial reductions and various other changes. 
including the elimination from the tax list 
of all perfumeries and cosmetics, chewine 
cum and substitutes therefore and spark- 
ling or other hottled wines. On natent 
medicines the tax is reduced to one-tenth 
of 1 per cent on articles of which the re- 
tail price does not exceed 10 cents. An 
additional tax of orie-twentieth of 1 cent 
is: fixed on each additional 5 cents value 
or fractional part thereof 

A separate section exempts bequests or 
legacies for usés of religious, literary, 
charitable or educational purposes from 
taxation under this law, and it makes the 
provision retroactive on all such legacies 
on which the tax has ngt been collected. 

The discount of 1 percentum on sales 
of adhesive stamps, authorized by section 
25 of the present law, is made applicable 
to imprinted stamps on bank checks, 
drafts or other instruments. 

Most of the articles upon which the 
existing tax is repealed were included in 
the house list. Among the taxee which 
the house removed entirely, but upon 
which the senate committee did not act, 
and. which, therefore, remain, are the 
following: 

Custom house brokers, proprietors ot 
theaters, circuses and other places ot 
amusement, bank checks, drafts ‘or bills 
of exchange, both inland and foreign 
money orders, brokers’ contracts ana 
manifests for custom house entry. Ali 
these taxes are left as in the existing law. 
The senate provision in regard to steam- 
ship passage tickets leaves the existing 
law tax upon all tickets costing more 
than $30. The house repealed the entire 
tax. The house: removed all proprietary 
medicines and other proprietary articles, 
including perfumery, cosmetics and chew- 
ing gum, from the taxable list. The sen-

VENEZUELAN 
FULL OF HATE 
FOR. AMERICI 


Attitude of the Government |s 
Described as Bitterly 
Hostile, 


GREAT ALARM IS FELT 
BY AMERICAN. CITIZENS 


Believed That More Warships Will 
Be Sent to Venezuelan Waters. 
American Laborers Are 
Being Impressed by 
the Government. 


Fort De France, Island of Martinique, 
January 24.—(Via Haytien Cable.)—As a 
result of the inquiries of a correspondent 
of the Associated Press into the attitude 
of Venezuela toward Americans, the re- 
volt of troops at Caracas and the sinking 
of a British vessel by a Venezuelan eun- 
boat, the following report is filed here, 
owing to the press censorship in Venezue- 
la making cabling of news from that 
country almost impossible: . 

The attitude of the government of Ven- 
ezuela toward the Bermudez Asphalt Com- 
pany (American) is hostile, for the reason 
that the concessions recently accorded 
by the government have been given to 
people in touch with the government ana 
who would like to resell them to the Ber- 
mudez company. 

American Warships Expecte1. 

The government having refused to 
grant the request of the American min- 
ister, who demanded a suspension of ac- 
tion on the part of the new concession- 
ists in taking possession of their grants, 
strained relations between Venezuela anda 
the United States resulted, and war ves- 
sels are expected to return to La Guayra, 
and if the Venezuelan government em- 
ploys force to take possession of the 
asphalt lake, it is believed the Unitea 
States auxiliary cruiser Scorpion will land 
an armed force. The attitude of the 
Venezuelans toward Americans is hostile. 

On the 15th of this month the Venezue- 
lan troops in the Hoyo barracks, at 
Caracas, mutinied and killed their colo- 
nel. the lieutenant colonel and seven men 
and then fled in various directions, Two 
hundred and ten of the men were recap- 
tured. There was no fighting in the town 
and the exact cause of the mutiny is not 
known. 

No accurate details are obtainable re- 
garding the sinking of the British sloop 
Maria Teresa by the Venezuelan gunboat 
Miranda. It is supposed the Maria Teresa 
was on her: way from the British jislana 
of Trinidad with a cargo of arms intend- 
ed for the Venezuelan revolutionists, ana 
that she was met by the Miranda, which, 
wishing to take possession of her, firea 
upon the Maria Teresa, and by so doing 
set her on fire. after which she sank, ac- 
cording to one report.

much discussion as to the succession in 

the event of his death, the other children 

of the then prince of Wales being girls. 
Right of Succession. 

There is a good deal of misconception 
in the popular mind as to the line of suc- 
cession to the British throne. The crown 
descends to the nearest heir of the last 
wearer, be that heir male or female— 
daughters being, of course, postponed to 
sons: and thus in the event of the death 
of the duke of York and all his children 
and ‘thetr surviving issue, the crown 
would pass to the duchess of Fife, and 
afterwards descend from her to her in- 
fant daughter, the Lady Alexandra Duff, 
always supposing that a@ son was not 
born to her in the meantime. In that 
case the son would naturally take prece- 
dence. 

There are certain personages in the suc- 
cession to the throne who would obvious- 
ly. from motives of public policy, never 
be allowed to ascend it—the German em- 
peror, for instance—but foreign nationali- 
tv or the possession of a foreign crown 
does not in itself vitiate their right, par- 
liament could, and in the case of the 
throne passing to a foreign sovereign un- 
doubtedly would. bar the claim. 

Made Duke of York. 

It is sometimes said that such and such 
a female member of the royal family has 
“renounced” her fright of succession. 
Neither the act of settlement, under 
which the crown devolves, nor any other 
act makes provision for renunciation 
upon any ground whatsoever. 

Few people are aware that all the 
members of the British royal family are, 
constitutionally speak‘ing, commoners un- 
til they are formally admitted to the 
house of lords. There was some discus- 
sion as to what title Prince George 
should be given, and it was finally de- 
cided that of all the royal dukedoms that 
of York, which dates from the reign of 
Edward III, would be the most suitable. 
In fact. this title had always been allot- 
ted to the second son of the sovereign 
until the traditional custom was broken 
by Queen Victoria, who created her gec- 
ond son duke of Edinburgh. 

Marries Mary of Teck. 

The engagement and marriage of Prince 
George and Princess Victoria, Mary of 
Teck. are still very fresh in the recollec- 
tion of most people. The present king 
had always desired that his sons should, 
if it were possible, marry princesses who 
had been brought up in the United King- 
dom. and he was exceedingly pleased at 
his own son’s choice.

DO HOMAGE TO BURNS 


Today lovers of Robert Burns the world 
over will celebrate the anniversary of his 
birth. With Scotchmen the occasion is 
a holiday of the heart, equalled by no 
other day on the calendar. Whatever 
may be said of his rank among the im- 
mortals, the ploughman poet of Ayr- 
shire enjoys the distinction of having his 
birthday commemorated by more people 
than any other bard, if not of any other 
man; and the regard that his name in- 
spires is an exact definition of hero wor- 
ship. 

No poet is so intensely human in his 
genius as Burns, and this reveals the se- 
cret of his hold upon mankind. The 
quaint dialect of his Celtic ancestors 
could not mar the universality of his 
language. His sweet, simple songs inter- 
pret the sentiments of humanity. His 
guileless iove of his kind, his passionate 
democracy at a time when the divinity 
of kings was woven into the dogma of 
the church, his glorification of honest 
poverty, his deep, if unorthodox, religi- 
ousness, and the wonderful music of his 
verse, combine to make him a literary 
landmark of the ages. The temple of 
fame bears no name more justly deemed 
great. 

Atlanta has plenty of Burns idolators, 
and not a few Scotchmen. By them the 
day will be sacred to the poet’s memory. 
The Burns Club is one of the social or- 


ganizations of the city, and as is its 
custom, the 25th of January will be cele- 
brated with a meeting of the club and 


its invited guests, to hold “an evening

with Burns.” 

The exercises, which are of an informal 
character, will occur at the Aragon hotel, 
beginning at 8 o'clock tonight. While 
there is no set programme, several gen- 
tlemen who have heretofore taken part 
in the annua! celebration of the Scottish 
bard’s birthday in Atlanta are expected 
to respond when called upon, either with 
a short address on the life and work of 
Burns, or the recitation of one of his 
poems. Among them are Judge Henry 
Lumpkin, P. J. Moran, associate editor 
of The Constitution; Rev. Dr. Shaw, of 
the Congregational church, and James 
McWhorter. A Burns poem, by Frank 
L. Stanton, can also be expected: Some 
old-time Scotch songs by Mr. McWhor- 
ter and other good singers will proba- 
bly add to the enjoyment of the occasion. 

The refreshments served will be in keep- 
ing with the celebration, consisting of 
Scotch dishes and other good things pe- 
culilar to the land of the thistle. The 
collation will be served from a sideboard 
and there will doubtless be toasts pro- 
posed and responded to extemporane- 
ously. 

The Burns Club fs stronger than ever at 
the beginning of the new century, and 
numbers among its members some of the 
most prominent citizens of Atlanta. It 
is not a strictly Scotch organization, but 
is designed to include all lovers of the 
poet who wish to perpetuate his fame by 
this means. Dr. Joe Jacobs is one of its 
leading spirits. The president, Donald 
Bain, is a native Scot. The annual birth- 
day meetings are always attended with 
much goodfellowship and a renewal of 
the strong ties of love that bind the mem- 
bers to the immortal ‘“‘Bobbie.”’

Returning to England 
the princess clearly showed that her.own 
pleasyre really lay in a simple apd free 
life in her country home. 

In one respect the new princess of 
Wales sets an example to the philanthro- 
pic women of the world. She is not con- 
tent with merely relieving distress and 
peverty, but endeavors to seek the cause 
of the evil and lends her influence to the 
various schemes for remedial social re- 
form. 

Death Ends Courtship. 

The circumstances which made her 
duchess of York and subsequentiy the 
mother of the heir presumptive to the 
British throne are still fresh in the pulp- 
lic mipd. The late queen had sanctioned 
the betrothal of the duke of Clarence, 
elder brother of her present husband, to 
Princess Victoria Mary of Teck in De- 
cember, 1892. After a courtship of six 
weeks death intervened. 

When the duke of Clarence died the 
princess returned to her parents at White 
Lodge, taking up the thread of her old 
life with a touching sweetness and resig- 
nation. All that she asked was to be 
left alone, sq that time could heal the 
wound. - But people were,not disposed to 
grant her the privacy which she natural- 
ly desired, and scarcely a month had 
elapsed before gossip was busy arranging 
a marriage for her with Prince George. 

Have Three Children. 


In due time she regained her spirits 
and vivacity, although the trial through 
which she had passed left her more ma- 
tured and thoughtful in manner. Prince 
George bided his time, and then urged 
his suit, which resulted in his marriage 
to the charming and popular princess—a 
marriage that pleased the nation as few

An Unsuccessful Experiment. 

The decision of the managers of the 
Vesta cotton mills of Charleston to 
remove their plant to Gainesville, in 
order to obtain the benefit of white 
labor instead of the colored help upon 
which they have been relying, fur- 
nishes an interesting chapter in an 
experiment the failure of which was 
evident from. the first. 

When the Vesta mills were equipped 
with colored help there was quite a 
discussion, in which it was claimed 
that eventually a considerable. per- 
centage of the mill labor would be 
black. Those who took this view for- 
got that the quality of continuity is 
one of the last acquisitions of high 
civilization. People in a savage state 
will rend the animal whose meat they 
Wish to devour, bestowing upon the 
operati6n the least possible labor. 
Ascending through the various stages 
of barbarism to the verge of a low 
civilization, a greater degree of labor 
is bestowed upon what is necessary for 
the body. Even within the domain of 
civilization the pastoral, semi-nomadic 
condition prevails, in which there is 
neither desire for thrift nor thought of 
the morrow. Not all the white race 
has been brought above this standard. 
An accompaniment of thrift—the de- 
sire to lay up, to provide for a distant 
season—is continuity. Hitherto the 
man has worked solely for the day’s 
needs; now he plans into the distant 
future, taking upon his shoulders bur- 
dens not yet visible. It is: this bond 
to the future that inspires him to keep 
on at work when he already has 
enough for today, and it is upon this 
reserve capital of labor that the in- 
vestor can place his enterprise, satis- 
fied that there are concurrent ambi- 
tions uniting the work ‘of beth capital 
and labor. The white race, and only 
the highest types of it at that, pos- 
sesses this power of continued exer- 
tion. 

The negro will work faithfully for a 
day or a week; until he has two dollars 
and a half in his pocket. Why should 
he wait longer to spend it when he can. 
go off and have all the enjoyment he 
wants? He is not concerned for his 
children, for he puts them to work as 
soon as te can use them. He does 
not work for his wife, since she is out 
in employment herself and does more 
for the support of the family than he 
does;, From sun to:sun is the limit of 
the black man’s views. He has no | 
conception of ‘that motive by whfch a 
white man feels impelled’to work year 
after ‘year, clinging to the task even 
in the shadow of death itself. 

This fact but adds to the importance 
of our growing factory system. It 
will furnish abundant labor for our 
present white population and will call 
for the immigration of operatives from 
Europe, increasing our white popula- 
tion continuously, and in a eorrespond- 
ing degree decreasing the percentage of 
blacks. Through this national process 
the race issue will be best settled, with- 
out injuring either. 
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Glaring Discrimination. 

The proposition to establish discrim- 
ination between different classes of 
patent medicines, in the amendment of 
the stamp tax bill, should not receive 
one moment’s consideration. 

In the original recommendation for 
the repeal of stamp taxes all proprie- 
tary medicines were included, since re- 
lief to the greatest number of. people 
was the object in view. Later on a 
campaign debt sprang up, making it 
a part of politics to relieve the brew- 


-eries. In order to make up for the defi- 


cit thus created, it is now proposed to 
single out certain classes of proprietary 
medicines upon which the burden must 
be placed. Such discrimination in favor 
of the brewer as against the sick man 
should not be permitted, and discrim- 
ination between the remedies them- 
selves is without reason. 

In taxing proprietary medicines 
congress will tax the sick and those 
least able to stand it. Justice to the 
people demands that the whole tax 
should be taken off. 


Unreasonable Mrs. Stenford. 

The action of Mrs. Stanford in treat- 
ing the professors of the university 
founded by her husband as if they 
were domestic servants is arousing the 
ire of the press of San Francisco, which 
has heretofore given her the benefit of 
respectful silence. 

The Bulletin, of that city, conceding 
that it is very creditable in Mrs. Stan- 
ford to revere the memory of her dead 
husband, holds itis at the same time a 
very serious thing to uphold her in 
an effort to impress some of his ideas 
at all hazards on the minds of a gen- 
eration of young men. Liberty of 
speech, academical freedom, the right 
to think, are more precious than the 
reverence due a dead millionaire. The 
faculty and the students of the univer- 
sity pay distinguished honor to Mrs. 
Stanford. Every student, whether she 
knows him or not, doffs his hat when 
she goes by. Her eccentricities are 
respected in the museum and else- 
where. Although college students are 
an irreverent class, and sometimes 
thoughtless, Mrs. Stanford seldom has 
reason to complain that their pranks 
savor of ingratitude or disrespect to 
her. But when she treats the great 
university as an appanage of her house- 
hold; when she dismisses one teacher 
for his economical doctrines and 
others because they dared to criticise 
that act, it is time for revolt. Accord- 
ing to the claims of her advocates, she 
would be justified in dismissing the 
professor of astronomy for teaching 
that the world is round if she still be- 
lieved it flat. 

If this criticism does not arouse Mrs. 
Stanford to a sense 6f the situation, it 
is to be feared that the splendid project

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Senator Ve.t’s Speech. 

The speech of Senator Vest, of Mis- 
souri, on the ship subsidy bill, was not 
only one of the best delivered during 
the whale session, but will be wel- 
comed by the people generally as indi- 
cating that the distinguished speaker 
has been fully restored to health. 

Senator Vest belonged to that bril- 
liant coterie which, a few years ago, 
revived the Websterian age in the up- 
per house. The gift of public argu- 
menf and of happy illustration is pos- 
sessed by but few men, and by none 
in. better measure than the Missouri 
statesman. Of late his voice has not 
been so often heard, so that his recent 
effort is like a re-entrance into pub- 
lic life. 

The senator plainly exposed the 
personal character of the ship subsidy 
bill as being intended for a few indi- 
viduals, ang the benéfits of which could 
not be sought by the mass of people 
interested in the shipping business. He 
gave the names of the promoters of the 
bill, the sums of money which they 
would individually receive, and the ex- 
clusive features by which genera] ship 
owning would be discburaged. Not a 
statement was contradicted, because 
they abounded so in name and detail 
that no answer could be made. 

The ship subsidy bill is not intended 
to promote American ownership <of 
ships; it is intended to give a big bonus 
to certain well known ship companies, 
and. to organize them into a trust 
against which private enterprise can- 
not have a hope of success.

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President Hall’s Decision. 

The action of the faculty of the Geor- 
gia Schoo] of Technology in insisting 
upon qa rigid penalty for the students 
guilty of insubordination establishes a 
precedent which, on account of the 
very character of the school, was 
necessary. 

While the sentence is a severe one, 
the young men should have taken into 
consideration the probable conse- 
quences of their action. The Techno- 
logical school is a state institution and 
the discipline and authority of the col- 
lege must be maintained. The action 
of some of the students in remaining 
away from class, contrary to the ex- 
press commands of the faculty, was 


most ill-advised, and the faculty felt 


that a milder punishnient for this act 
of rebellion would not subserve the 
ends of discipline. 

While the board of trustees entered 
a plea for the mitigation of the orig- 
inal punishment, the full right of the 
faculty to deal with the matter in a 
way which would conserve the best 
interests of the institution was recog- 
nized. 

It is rather a peculiar coincidence 
that, about 1870, seventeen members of 
the junior class of the University of 
Georgia—the exact number of the 
banned Tech students—were suspended 
for a period of six months on account 
of combined action tn remaining away 
from class one day. 

The boys will return to school on the 
24d of February, and The Constitution 
hopes they will take their punishment 
in a becoming manner. Their action 
was indiscreet, but they should go to 
work with a determination to make 
up for the time lost by their enforced 
absence. 
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The Chinese Exclusion Act. 

The Chinese exclusion act, passed in 
answer to the demand of the people of 
the Pacific states, being near its period 
of expiration, will be extended twenty 
years more, if Mr. Kahn’s bill for that 
purpose is passéd. 

Thus in the very year in which we 
are forcing upon China a treaty claim- 
ing everything in sight for ourselves, 
we will continue the act by which a 
Chinaman cannot take up his domicile 
here. The curious contradiction of the 
situation moves The Springfield Re- 
publican to say: 

While our government slams the door 
to America in the face of the Chinese, it 
is now a conspicuous item of its Chinese 
policy to demand the open door to China 
for the people of the United States. And 
Americans rather pride themselves on 
their moderation in doing so. Look at us! 
All we demand is that everything in 
China should be wide open—its ports 
and cities and provinces to our traders 
and missionaries, its mines and roadbeds 
to our syndicatés, its great inland rivers 
to our commerce. In the “irrevocable” 
note we insist that China shall make 
treaties of commerce and navigation 
“consideréd useful’ from our standpoint 
alone. Ndw all this is thought to display 
our benevolence and generosity to China, 
since it is in our power to take every- 
thing, in company with other Christian 
torch-bearers of civilization, and leave to 
the Chinese neither a flag nor a soil they 
could call their own. 

This seems inconsistent enough un- 
til we recollect that the only consist- 
ency is that of power. The Chinese 
may not like the situation, and theoret- 
ically it may not be just, but they 
will have to submit with the best grace 
possible and await the turn of the cycle 
when they can return the compliment.

by our city schools: 

“One result of too much dependence upon 
involuntary attention is to keep pupils from 
paying close attention to the logical elements 
of knowledge, training their minds to incoher- 
ence, discontinuity, the avoidance of details, 
and the disuse of the reasoning power. Leg- 
ieAl continuity in mental work at last becomes 
impossible, though in the way of fact know!- 
edge the pupil may veritahly heap Pelion on 
Ossa, figuring as a walking encyclopedia, 
equally ludicrous and useless. In studying 
general nature, animal life, the mineral world, 
or the vegetable kingdom, he uses only his 
eyes, jumbling together masses of observa- 
tions. Thinking, he does not learn. We need 
@ return to the methods of the school in the 
wilderness forty years ago, when the book 
and the pupil’s hard study of it made him a 
man, 

“Not alone light but strenuous  read- 
ing should be urged—essays, history, sci- 
ence, philosophy, books that test and books 
that drill. Noble should be memor- 
ized, and the most cardinal dates of human 
history learned once for all. Thfs sort of 
study requires will-power, but it is indispensa- 
ble, and should be insisted upon. A pupil 
should on graduation have not only an open 
mind and a beautiful nature, but a resolute 
will and an amount of absolutely correct in- 
formation in detail. 

“Too many boys and girls, after leaving 
school, show evident disinclination to. make 
strenuous effort of any kind. They lack the 
power of strong exertion, courage, resolution, 
grit—‘sand.’ They are afraid to take the initi- 
ative. The school teaching of the next cen- 
tury will correct this, developing the stren- 
uous qualities in children. The pupil will cease 
to feel that he must be extraneously inter- 
ested before he can act. Instead of looking to 
his teacher for interest, as the pedagogy of 
gush has taught him, he will learn to find 
that quality within himself; It will no longer 
be beaten into his mind that his teacher must 
amusé him, keép him attentive. A suggested 
task may be never so dull or hard, he will still 
be able to think of it as required, as having 
claims upon him. Plenty of the tonic of driv- 
ing the will to perform unpleasant duties will 
continually be. given him.’’ 

To such an extent have the ‘normal’ 
schools and so-called pedagogical experts 
preached the doctrine of interest—that every-¢ 
thing must be made pleasant for the pupil, 
that he must be given no disagreeable tasks, 
that the teacher is guilty of criminal incom- 
petence if by ‘‘her personality and magnetic 
influence’ she does) not command absolute af- 
tention and enthusiasm—it has resulted that 
many of our public schools, while giving their 
pupils much information, entirely fail in pro- 
ducing characters suited for independent ac- 
tion and for successfully meeting the ordinary, 
every-day, disagreeable duties of life. So 
strongly am I impressed with the existence 
of this defect in the majority of our schools, 
that I hope you will publish the enclosed clip- 
ping in The Constitution, that it may have as 
wide a circulation as possible throughout the 
state, Very respectfully, L. C. SLADE.

THE STATE CAPITOL 


The three-quarters life size portrait of 
the late ex-Governor Colquitt, presented 
to the state by his son and daughter, was 
hung in the capitol yesterday under the 
direction of Governor Candler. The por- 
trait was accepted by resolution of the 
last legislature and Governor Candler was 
directed to have it properly placed in the 
capitol.

This is the only 
portrait of Governor Colquitt in the pos- 
session of the state.

“The impression prevails that whisky 
with ,quinine in it is a sovereign remedy 
for fa grippe, and as a result nearly 
every man in Atlanta is drinking. Those 
who have the disease are drinking whisky 


(-and quinine to get rid of it, and those 


not yet attacked are drinking the con- 
coction to prevent the disease getting & 
hold on them."’ 

“Is the remedy a good one?’ 

“T couldn’t tel) you, but I am inclined 
to think that it is. I am not an advocate 
of drinking. Personally I hate whisky, 
but at times I believe that it is the best 
medicine in the world. Let a man get 
choked with cold, so that he can hardly 
breathe, and there is no remedy like 
plenty of whisky. His friends ought to 
pour it down him and then take him to 
a Turkish bath establishment. After he 
has gone through the bathing process, 
make him sleep for several hours—not 
much making will be required, as he will 
want to sleep—and when he gets up there 
will be very little cold left in him. That 
sounds like I am advising people to get 
drunk, but I am not. I am just advising 
the use of the stuff as medicine and the 
patient ought to be looked after just 
as when he is taking other kinds of med- 


icine. 

“Speaking of whisky as medicine re- 
minds me of an old man who used to 
live in Campbell county. He had plenty 
of money and had never been sick in his 
life, but regularly twice a year he would 
come to Atlanta and get drunk. His 
friends remonstrated with him and finally 
the old man told them that his good 
health was due to these drunks. He said 
that one drunk in the spring and one 
in the fall cleaned out his system and 
left it toned up so that it easily resisted 
all ailments. That man lived to be near- 
ly one hundred years old and regularly 
twice a year he got on these sprees. Then 
he would touch no more liquor during 
the year. 

“T am not speaking from experience, 
but my opinion is that whisky as a medi- 
cine, and with the patient cared for as he 
is when taking other medicine, is more 
valuable than much of the stuff sold in 
drug stores.’’ 


.“This trouble the United States is hav- 

ing with Venezuela,” said a gentleman 
at the Kimball yesterday, “just shows 
what little gratitude those South Amerl- 
can republics have. According to the 
dispatches Venezuela refuses to allow the 
courts to settle a suit in which Ameri- 
can interests are involved and talks of 
war when the United States insists that 
the courts be allowed to pass on the 
claims of the rival asphalt companies. 

“One would expect Venezuela, in the 
light of the past, to gragt almost any 
request the United States might make, 
but that would argue gratitude and there 
is no such thing in the Spanish-American 
character. As everybody knows, it has 
been only a few years since the United 
States, at the risk of war, prevented 
Great Britain from seizing a great deal 
of Venezuelan territory. At the time 
many predicted that, come what might, 
Venezuela would always be a friend to 
the United States. But only a few 
years have passed since that episode and 
hére’s Venezuela ready to rob American 
citizens and to fight the United States 
for making a protest. Of course the 
measly little republic doesn’t amount to 
a row of pins, but it is a bit jarring to 
have some one whom you have protected 
show no sort of gratitude. 

“But, as I have said, that is in keep- 
ing with the Spanish-American character. 
Those people want somebody to do every- 
thing for them and they are willing to 
do nothing in return. Cuba is a case in 
point. But for the United States Weyler 
would be sflill streaking the island with 
blood. You needn’t suppose, however, 
that the Cubans are grateful for what 
this country has done. Not a bit of it. 
They think that we ought to have done 
even more. A friend of mine who has 
just returned from Havana tells men 
that at heart the Cubans hate the United 
States as much as they once hated Spain.

OIL IN LONE*STAR STATE: 
SOUTH IS FLOURISHING 


By R. H. EDWARDS, Editor Manu facturers’ Record. 


Baltimore, January 2%.—(Special.)—Be- 
cause of its dramatic manifestations and 
vast possibilities, the oil development near 
Beaumont. Téx., has become more than 
a nine days’ wonder, and during the past 
week has fixed the attention of persons 
interested in southern industry upon 
southeastern Texas. At the same time, 
other parts of the south have been main- 
taining their healthy progress in divers 
fields. Among the notable announcements 
of the week in The Manufacturers’ Rec- 
ord ig the organization of a company 
with probably $500,000 capital for the de- 
velopment of kaolin beds on about 400 
acres of land in Cecil county, Maryland, 
and the erection of a plant for heating 
clay and for the manufacture of fire 
brick and pottery. In Blount county, 
Tennessee, experts from Ohio are inspect- 
ing lead ore properties with a view to 
their development, a company to make 
brick and tile has been organized at Vai- 
den, Miss., the brick and tile works at 
Cartersville, Ga., will be enlarged and im- 
proved, a plant with a capacity of 40,- 
090 bricks a day is to be established at De- 
catur, Ala., a marble quarry recently 
opened near Knoxville will be developed 
on a large scale, a quarry company of 
San Antonio, Tex., is installing $10,000 
worth of new machinery, while at Alex- 
andria, Va., plans are making for the 
establishment of a glass factory. Devel- 
opment of coal and other mineral lands 
in several states ig being pushed. 

Suggestive of the greater attentfon be- 
ing given to wheat growing in the svuth is 
the large number of new flour mills to be 
built or older ones to be remodeled. For 
the former plans have been made at Ciin- 
ton, Ky., Arnold and Mocksville, N. C., 
Denver, 8S. C., Fordtown, Kendricks 
Creek, Laurel Bloomery, Rutledge and 
Jonesboro, Tenn., Lancaster, Tex., Ghol- 
sonvile, Star Tannery and Whitlock, Va., 
Cartersville, Ga., and Florence, Ala. 

Though few new cotton mills have been 
reported with the exception of a $100,000 
one at Cedartown, Ga., for the manufac- 
ture of hosiery yarns for colored goods, 
improvements in a number of others are 
contemplated. The Nokomis mills, of 
Lexington, N. Y., will increase its equip- 
ment to 12,000 spindles and 400 looms, 
though it is less than a year old; the 
Jonesville knitting mills, of South Caro- 
lina, will increase its stock from $12,000 
to $50,000; the Darlington Manufacturing 
Company, of the same state, will add 238,- 
000 spindles to its equipment, and a com- 
pany has been orgagized to build a knit- 
ting mill at Anniston, Ala., and an as- 
sociation of farmers will endeavor to 


establish a mill at Pine Bluff, Ark. At 
Athens, Ga., a company will erect a 
knitting mill and an overall and trousers 
factory. a mill to make hosiery and per- 
haps undershirts will be built at Notting- 
ham, Ala. The Sweetwater, Tenn., wool- 
en mill may make an addition for the 
manufacture of cotton yarns and warps. 

New timber regions are being opened 
and lumber products will take new forms 
in a furniture factory at New Berne, N. 
C., sash and door factory at Athens, Ga., 
a buggy factory at Goldsboro, N. C., a 
sash and blind factory at Jonesboro, N. 
C., a keg factory at Birmingham, a stave 
factory at Columbus, Miss., and wood- 
working factories at Tampa, Fla., West 
Point, Va., and Montgomery, Ala. Other 
new industries include a mattress fac- 
tory at Anderson, 8. C., a packery at Fort 
Worth, Tex., and a plant at New Orleans 
for the manufacture of iron beds, iron 
castings and hardware specialties. 

Industries of many kinds will be given 
an enormous impetus in Texas if the oil 
in the Beaumont section has the great fuel 
value attributed to it. A special corre- 
spondent of The Manufacturers’ Record, 
who is on the ground in the new field, 
estimates the situation as follows:

Norfolk, Va., January 24.—(Special.)—

Faculty Mitizates Sentence of Tex- 
tile Students as Result of New 
Evidencs Discovered in 
Their Case at Meet- 
ing Yesterday. 


All the suspended Technological students 
will resume their work on the 2nd of Feb- 
rrary. 

The penalty impcsed on the textile stu- 
dents has been redvced from ninety to 
thirty days’ suspension; that of the me- 
chanical and engirecrixng students re- 
mains the same, 

Although the term of suspension has 
been reduced to thirty days and diplomas 
will be withheld for an equal period, the 
summer vacation will be taken as usual, 
and the boys compelled to attend school 
until November 2nd in order to obtain 
thelr sheepskins, 

The penalty of the textile students was 
réducetl on account of new evidence bear- 
ing on the case, which was brought before 
the faculty for consideration after their 
first decision had been announced and 
which, they held, entitled the students to 
more lenient treatment, This action would 
probably have been taken without any 
recommendation for clemency from the 
outside. What the additional evidence 
was that caused the change in the origi- 
nal sentence, would not be divulged by 
the faculty. All the professors stated that 
they felt most kindly towards the boys, 
and insisted upon their position only on 
account of their conviction that a further 
mitigation of the penalty would not sub- 
serve the ends of discipline.

RAILROADS PLAN 


TO EXPEND $30,000 


The Board of Depot Contra 
Discussed Proposition 
~ ‘Vesterday, 


BOARD OF HEALTH 
WAS REPRESENTED 


If Railroads Are Forced To Put in 
an Asphalt Floor at Station, 
They Will Go Forward, It 
Is Said, and Expend 
$30,000. ©

The board of contro] of the union pas- 
senger station held an all day session yes- 
terday in the office of President Charles 
A. Wickersham, of the Atlanta and West 
Point road. He is chairman of the board. 
The other members present were Presi- 
dent John M. Egan, of the Central, and 
General Passenger Agent C. E, Harman, 
cf the Western and Atlantic. 

The morning session was devoted to 
1uutine maters, but in the afternoon, 
Burton Smith, representing the board of 
health, met with the railroad officials 
and the question of repairs on the depot 
was taken up for discussion. 

The fact developed that the railroads 
have in contemplation a@ plan to spend at 
least $30,000 in making extensive changes 
and repairs on the present structure if 
they are forced by the board of health to 
expend the $10,000 or $15,000 that it will 
c7st to lay an asphalt or granitoid floor- 
irg. 

The memters of ,the board of control 
told Mr. Smith of the plans they had 
been discussing and asked that the board 
of health postpone action in the matter 
until next Saturday week, when another 
meeting will be held. Meanwhile the rail- 
reads interested in the depot will dis- 
cuss the question of repairs and altera- 
tions and reach some definite conclusion. 

The railroads were not prepared to tell 
ihe board of health they were ready to 
spend $30,000 on the old depot, but simply 
that such a scheme was under considera- 
tion. They asked for time to perfect the 
details or reject it altcgether.. if tne 
plans that are being Giscussed are carried 
out the inside walls of the depot on the 
Wall street side wil) be torn out and the 
waiting rooms w'll be widened abcut four 
feet: the restaurant at the Pryor street 
corner will be torn out end the space de- 
voted to other purposes; baggage hoists 
will be put in, the ticket offices will be 
enlarged and a number of other changes 

sade. An overhead entrance is talked of 
and balconies with asateps descend- 
ing to the train platforms. An- 
other track will be taid under the ‘shed 
to relieve in a slight degree the present 
congestion. 

If these extensive changes are made it 
will probaly result in killing all chances 
cf a new depot until 
hes exp'red—a matter of mineteen years.

Mr. Harman refused to be interviewed 
further on the subject, but from other 
sources the viewpoint the rallroads con- 
cerned take, was ascertained. 

At present the roads are as anxious to 
see a new depot erected as are the citi- 
They think that a de- 
pot bill can be pushed through the next 
legislature, and for that reason are un- 
willing to sink any large sum of money in 
the present shed. As a mater of e~mnomy, 
however, if the board of health insists on 
$10,000 or more being spent on a granitoid 
floor and other improvements the rail- 
roads will add $15,000 to this sum and put 
the depot in such condition as will enable 
them to hanéjJe their passenger traffic 
satisfactorily. Under present conditions 
they are as badly incommoded and handi- 
capped as the traveling public. 

But with better facilities for handling 
baggage and trains they would lose mucn 
of their interest in a new depot and prob- 
ably would not show any disposition to 
co-operate with the state until the pres- 
ent lease expires. — 

The railroad officia's will go over cvn- 
ditions carefuily in the next ten days, and 
some definite announcement will be made 
at the meeting to be held Saturday weck.

Commissioner Forrest Adair, in 
speaking of the matter yesterday after- 
noon, stated that the board had been con- 
sidering the sale of the property, as par- 
ties who contemplate building in that 
section do not Iike to do so, fearing that 
at some time the county ht erect a 
prison or some institution of like char-

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MONEY PAID FOR 
REFORMATORY SITE 


Jackson Farm Passes Into Pessession 
of the County. 


$3,700 WAS PAID YESTERDAY 


Committse Will Meet Next Week 
and Discuss the Plans. 


MAY WECESSITATE A SPECIAL LEVY 


Reformatory Will Consist of Four 
Buildings as the Law Requires 
Separation of Color and Sex. 


Clerk Walter M. Wood, of the board 
of county commissioners, yesterday paid 
$3,700 for the Jackson farm, near Hape- 
ville, and the count¥ now owns the site 
for the proposed reformatory for youth- 
ful criminals. This marks the comple- 
tion of the first vital step in the realiza-

tion of the institution, and active work 
will probably begin in a short time. 

Chairman H. E. W. Palmer, of the re- 
formatory committee of the board, states 
that he will call a meeting of his com- 
mittee some time next week, at which 
time plans and specifications for the re- 
formatory will be considered. The com- 
oa will also probably advertise for 

ds. 

According to Chairman Palmer, the 
building of the reformatory will con- 
front the board with a financial prob- 
lem, which will necessitate a special tax 
levy in the fall, as a means of solving it. 
“The construction of the reformatory,”’ 
said he, “will place the board ina 
cramped financial condition, and it is 
probable that an increased levy will have 
to be made in the fall in order to prose- 
cute the regular county work. We have 
sufficient funds on hand to build the 
reformatory and it may be that other 
money will come into the possession of 
the board, and the special levy will not 
be necessary. 

“The people have said the reformatory 
must be built, however, and this will be 
done, and with as little delay as possi- 
ble. The institution will probably be 
completed before the time for the mak- 
ing of the tax levy arrives.’’ 

The present levy is 37 cents on the 
$100, or $3.70 on the $1,000, and it is as 
yet impossible to forecast the extent of 
the increased levy, if such becomes nec- 
essary. 

The plans and specifications for the re- 
formatory will, in all probability, call for 
the erection of four separate buildings, as 
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9 are so little now!

The new boani of trustees of the Con- 
federate Soldiers’ Home met yesterday 
morning in the state nbrary, effected per- 
rranent organization, selected officers, ap- 
pointed important committees and adopte:’

the veterans who desire to 
enter the home. 

The board also heard from about eight 
of the hundred or more applicants for the 
position of superinterdent of the home, 
all of whom presented strong indorse- 
ménts, ard some of whom called attcn- 
tion io the different inducements they 
could offer the trvstees for their elec- 
tion. Among them Was a practicing phy- 
siclan, a dentist and veterans of other 
professions who weére willing to tender 
their services as such to the hotne free 
of cost in the event of their selection as 
superintendent. As a matter of fact, the 
trustees found it so difficult to decide 
whom they would prefer to select in that 
capacity, that the election was postponed 
until the next g@treting of the board. The 
election of a matron and all other em- 
ployes was likewise postponed until the 
next meeting, which will probably be held 
within about two weeks. ¥ 

All of the members of the new board 
were present with the exception of Major 
Joseph B. Cumming, of Augusta, who was 


detained at home on account of illness. 
The toard oiganized by the election of 


Judge W. L. Calhcun, -of Atlanta, who 
was president of the old board, as perma- 
nent president. Jvdge C. M. Wiley, of 
Macon, was chosen temporary secretary, 
and he kept the minutes of the first meet- 


ing. Captain W. H. Harrison, known to, 


all the veterans and his friends as ‘‘Tip”’ 
Harrison, was chosen permanent secre- 
tary, and Dr. Amos Fox, of Atlanta, was 
made treasurer.

The report made by President Calhoun 
to the old board of trustees was read and 
ordered’ spread on the minutes as show- 
ing what that board had done, and the 
status in which they had left the home. 

Forty Applications in Hand. 

There were forty applications before the 
board for admission to the home, but no 
action was taken with regard to them, as 
the board is not ready to enter upon that 
part of the work yet. 

President Calhoun announced that there 
was no doubt that the home would be 
ready and would be opened some time 
in April. The meeting was adjourned 
subject to the call of President Calhoun, 
who stated that the next meeting would 
be held as soon as possible, probably 
within the next two weeks. 

In the afternoon all of the trustees pres- 
ent went out to the home and inspected 
the property, and last night returned to 
their homes.

Tuesday 
afternoon the doctor boarded a train for 
Norcross. That same evening Mrs. Gar- 
ner left, ostensibly to go to Norcross. 

The father of Dr. Phillips arrived in 
Atlanta yesterday morning. The story 
in The Constitution orought him here. 
He expressed the utmost surprise at his 
son's running away. 

Mr. Philips stated that his son was seen 
‘at Norcross Tuesday afternoon, andshook 
hands with a friend. 

Dr. Phillips’s Wife Talks. 

Mrs. Phillips statea last night to The 
Constitution reporter that she never ex- 
pected to live with the doctor again, even 


if he reurned home. 

“He went away and left me,” said Mrs. 
Phillips, ‘“‘and has caused me all this dis- 
grace and I am done with him for life. 
I hate, however, to think that he has 
gohe away with another woman, for his 
sake, for her sake and for the sake of 
society. I shall make no effort to find 
my husband. He has gone his way and

HOG CHOLERA AT SANITARIUM 


Specialist Will Be Sent There To 
Stop the Spread of the 
Disease. 

Governor Candler yesterday received a 
letter from Secretary Jones, of the board 
of trustees of the state sanitarium at 
Milledgeville, stating that hog cholera 
or some other terrible complaint 
playing havoc among the hogs there, and 
asking that a veterinary surgeon or spe- 
clalist be sent over to see if a stop could 
not be put to the spread of the disease. 
The letter stated that 100 fine hogs had 
die@i of the disease, and the sanitarium 
has thus lost 30,000 or 35,000 pounds of 
g00d meat. The sanitarium still has 200 
fine killing hogs and 100 sows and pigs, 
‘and if the disease is not stopped, the loss 
will be a severe one. The state has no 
veterinary that can be sent there, but 
the governor turned the letter over to the 
department of agriculture, asking that a 
man be sent to Milledgeville.to take the 
matter in hand. The department told the 
governor that a specialist would be sent 

‘o the scene of the epidemic at once.

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Town of Ayr, Scotland, Tam O'Shanter 
Inn, September, 1900.—As we sit—my 
friend, Dr. Anderson, and I—in this his- 
toric room, and by the side of the well 
worn old oaken table around which Scot- 
land’s master of lyric verse with his 
friends was wont to assemble, we drink 
to.the health of all loyal sons of Scotia. 


| “We tak’ a cup of kindness for the sake 
of auld lang syne, 

And there's a hand, my trusty friend! 

And gie’ us a hand o’ thine; 

And we'll tak’ a right quite willy-wanght 

For auld lang syne.”’ 


We sing of the “Blue Bells of Scot- 
land,’’ of the heather on her highlands, 
of the thistles in her vales; of the heroes 
of her battles, of her weird and tender 
tales. We thought of Highland Mary and 
of where gently flows ‘“‘Sweet Afton:’’ 
and with this train of thought came 
Robin Adair, ‘Allisten MacAllister,’’ 
“John Anderson, My Jo,” followed by 
“Tam Glen" and the “Piper of Dundee,”’ 
and then came in Sooter Johnnie and 
Tam O'Shanter. 

By this time we were na fu’, but just 
had plenty—Johnnie felt glorious and 
Tam wuvproarous. Then off wee started 
from Tam O'Shanter inn to the banks 
and braes of bonny Doon. Arriving at 
old Alloway Kirk, stopped to view the 
ruins of the old church, made more fa- 
mous by the bard of Ayr than by the 
parish priest. In the midst of an old 
gravevard the walls of the ancient Kirk 
rear their ragged forms toward heaven as 
a monument of architecture to those 
early days, and as a tribute to those who 
stil! nreserve its ruins. 

Within a stone's throw stands “the 
Auld Brig O'Doon,”’ and to vreserve it a 
new one has been built just below upon 
which vehicles must cross. The old 
bridge. however, is in a good state of pre- 
servation and visitors are allowed to 
walk across it and yiew the spot where 
the unfortunate Mee lIost her tail. It 
is not known just when this hridge wis 
built, but certainlv manv. manv vears 
azo. Tt was known as the “old brig o’ 
Doon” a hundred” and fiftv vear= ago. 
when Rurns was a youth. It eonstists of 
one arch. which svnans the little river 
Doon, and Is constructed of rough wun- 
hewn stone much like many of the old 
churches and castlee that are known to 
have existed at least five centuries. 

All Scotland Cla'ms Burns. 

The ancient Kirk of Alloway is 
ferred to as an old haunted ruin fully a 
century and a half ago. Near by and 
on the banks of bonnie Doon. overlook- 
ing the old brig and the old kirk, a 
monument stands, erected in 1823, to the 
memory of Burns. There are also three 
or four more such memorials, including 
a monument and a mausoleum at Dum- 
fries. Tn fact, all the countrv ‘round 
seems to claim him. Born at Ayr, lived 
and married at Mauchline, buried at 
Damfries. 

Near by is Mossgiil. where he penned 
his famous lines on the mouse and the 
daisy. ‘‘The Cotter'’s Saturday Night” 
and the ‘‘Jollv Beggars.”’ and the Sam he 
worked is still to be seen. After leaving 
the old .kirk we returned toward the 
town of Ayr. stopping at the birthplace 
of the poet, which is kept in good repair. 
including many objects of furniture used 
by the bard while living there. There 
are many names of distinguished persons 
written all about the place from all parts 
ofsthe world who have visited this home 
and paid tribute at the cradle and at 
the Shrine of this master of Iyric lore. 
In recent years a book has been kept in 
which many of these names have been 
transcribed and visitors of the present 
dav record their namés. 

There is scarcely a day during the sea- 
son but what many persons visit this 
home, coming from China, India. New 
Zealand. Australia and every part of the 
globe. The old table 6n which he wrote. 
the chair in which he sat, the bed on 
which he slept, and the mug fram which 
he drank are there in very good preserva- 
tion. In the fireplace is an old wrought 
iron grate he once used. It is hung in a 
very péecullar way about two feet above 
the hearth, and to the right of which is 
the old oven where Jean Armour. his 
wife, baked his bread more than a hun- 
dred years ago. The old table {s much 
and rudely carved about, like the benches 
and desks in the old log schoolhouse of 
two generations ago. The bed is built into 
a niche in the wall and a curtain is drawn 
across the opnening, beside which stands 
on the floor the old clock, and reaches al- 
most to the ceiling. Some of the old 
tableware, in blue and white, is preserved 
and ranged on edge upon the shelves of 
the old cupboard. One small window, 
with four panes of glass, gives light in 
the space between the cupboard and the 
bookcase, which stands near the bed. 
The house contains now four rooms, each 
with a door and small window. Part of 
the roof is covered with slate, the older 
part with straw. The floors are all of ce- 
ment raised only slightly above the sur- 
face outside. The walls are of a kind 
of gnouting made of cement and smal! 
stone, and resemble those of many other 
houses on the farms and in the older 
villages of Scotland. 


Not So Good a Farmer. 

When one looks at Ellislapd farm one 
is led to believe that Burns was not so 
good a farmer as poet. That while the 
avocation of farming was thrust upon 
him, he was born of the goddess of lyric 
poetry, and cradled by her enchanting 
muse. A study of his life’s work, brief 
as it was, leads us to reflect, hewever, 
now much better it would have been for 
the poet 
haunts of his childhood for the gayeties 
of city life in Edinburgh, so out of tune 
with his genius, and so tempting in those 
excesses his convivial nature could not 
withstand. Along the streets of Ayr, at 
the wayside inn as well, adown the banks 
and braes of Doon, the traveler meets to- 
day as many a bonnie Jean, and fair, as 
‘ever inspired the poet's muse or provoked 
the lyric lyre. It was on one of these oc- 
casions, when we Bad just passed such a

Now there are moments in life, and I 
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summon all good Scots to bear me wit- 
ness. that time flows backward more | 
swiftly than forward, and this occasion | 
seemed one of them. 

Be it known by all admirers of the Ayr- | 
shire bard that he is greatly loved by all 
in these parts. Not a line that he wrote 
or a*song that he penned but what they 
know every word by heart; therefore, it 
has quite become the custom to speak in 
the language\of Burns; and if the occa- 
sion seems fitting, to. sing in the notes of | 
Burns. This was one of those occasions; | 
our carriage asatopped, time had flown 
backward, when my friend arose and in 
the rich notes of his dialect sang: 

“There’s naught but care on ev'ry han’, 

In ev’ery hour that passes, 
What signifies the life o’ man 
An’ 'twere na’ for the lasses? a 
Green grow the rashes, O, green grow 
the rashes!’’ 
“The sweetest hours that ere I spent 
Were spent among the lasses O! 
Auld Nature swears the lovely dears 
her noblest works she classes, 
Her ’prenticed han’ she tried on man. 
An’ then she made the lasses O'”"’ 

By this time the girls were on their 
mettle, and one of them in a jaunty jac- 
ket and short bicycle skirt in sweetest 
voice sang: 

“C whistle and I'll come to you, my lad, 

Whigtle and I'll come to you, 

Tho’ father and mither, an’ ali should rae 
mad, 

Whistle and I'll come to you, my ad. 
me, ' e

At this moment al! joined as if in a 
chorus. ‘‘W’eel Done Cuttie Sark.”

It would be hard to find a more pleasing 
prospect than is found around about the 
braes and banks of bonnie Doon. 

Every element of nature goes to make 
up a perfect rural scene, to cradle and 
rear a poet of nature’s simple yet sub- 
lime mold. What classic bard in rhvthmic 
rapture has evcr excelled the following 
tender, touching lines: 
“How sweetly bloom'd the 

birk, 
How rich the hawthorn’'s blossom, 
As underneath their fragrant shade 
I clasp’d her to my bosom!”’ 
Soul Attuned To Love. 

Burns had a soul attuned to love. Of 
the fairer sex he was a devoted wor- 
shiper.” He was said to have loved too 
cften, and often loved too well. Whe does

Robert Burns the Master. 

Burns may be classed as the master of 
the mellifluous Doric of the Lowlands. He 
was amceng the earliest poets of the last 
century to throw cff the inask of arti- 
ficial imegery known as the classic school, 
for the want of a more truthful cogno- 
men. Drawing his inspirations rather 
from living nature than from mythologi- 
cal imvossibilities, om the ashes of a dead 
antiquity. 

Before his time the unmeaning names 
of Chloe, or Sylvia, served the impossible 
role of Mary. Maggie, vr Jean. But when 
his genius arose upon the poetical hori- 
gon of Scotland, it met with that enthu- 
siasm given only to such themes as strike 
a responsive chord in human hearts, It 
sprung from the ranks of the sturdy, in- 
dependent, educated yeomanry possessed 
with all the virtues of his class and with 
many of the defects, vices at that time 
which were fully shared by the more 
highly born. He was imbued with a live- 
ly imagination, full of sympathy, and a 
keen sense of the beautiful, whether in 
animated female form or an impression 
upon the physical features of the land- 
scape. Moreover, his sopes were atuned 
to rare musical measures; in fact, pos-

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sessed all those charms necessary to es- 


tablish his right to be called the poet of 
the people. 

More than this, with 
Allan Ramsay, who 
Edinburgh a volume of 
peems. man of which were English, 
Burns was the first to place before the 
world a volume of poems in the aimple 
terse dialect of his country. There were, 
however, besides the efforts of Allan 
Ramsay, a number of what are termed 
Jacobite songs and ballads, written in tae 
interval between Ramsay and Burns, 
which approach in some degree this new 
free born style. But to Robert Burns is 
accredited the honor of having completely 
won over the hearts of the Scottish peo- 
ple, from the artificial, hibrid, classical 
poetry popular since the death of Milton. 
“rom the poetry in which Cupid and 
Hymen and all the gods and goddesses of 
the Greek and Roman Pantheon had been 
made to masquerade as real beings, from 
the French songs of the infatuated Cha- 
telar, accompanied by lute or guitar, or 
the equally enchanting love songs of the 
talented Rizzio, all these the genius of 
Burns swept from their throne of popular 
favor by his simple, direct, dorian lyrics 
in appeal to subjects found in nature. 

His religious poems were full of con- 
trition, full of human nature, and like 
other productions, were written after 
some honorable excess. He is there ready 
to sign the pledge, possible or fmpossible. 

With such a background he is able to 
paint a living picture in harmony with 
the lights behind him. 

Then it Was that he would beacon to old 
Charon to ferry him over the dark abyss. 
But ever before the boat arrived fickle 
nature changed her mind, for fear. when 
‘“‘sair worn clay, should take up its last 
abode, his soul might tak’ some other 
way; perhaps the left han’ road.”’ 

Yet he never seemed to gain wisdom by 
experience, or to learn that the ex- 
cesses of youth were drafts upon age. 

So, at thirty-seven, he died, before 
reaching the meridian of life; yet his 
memory lives in the hearts of his fellow 
man wherever the English language is 
spoken. Lives in sympathy, in sentiment 
and in song, perhaps more universally 
than any other, for there is no anniver-

(Doctor Invited by Legislators To 
Make on ‘Acdress. 

Raleigh, N. C., January 24.—(Special.j— 
In the senate the judiciary committee 
presented its substitute for the libel bill 
designed to properly protect newspapers. 
Majority and minority reports were maue 
cn the bill to allow alimony to the wife 
in absolute divorce, the majority report 
favoratie. Tnere was a bill introduced in 
the house giving the governor pow’r to 
fill vacancies ‘n the corporation commis- 
sion.

Upening Advance Largely Due 
to Manipulation 


WHICH BEGAN IN LONDON 


Weakness in Steel Stocks Proved a 
Djsappointment for Thcse Who 
Hoped They Would As- 
sume Leadership in 
New Advance. 


New York, January 24.—The realizing of 
speculative profits proceeded steadily today 
at a resulting expense of prices. The only 
veriation from the downward course was due 
to purely technical causes. Even the open- 
ing advance in prices was largely due to ma- 
nipulation, which began in the Londcn market 
on cébled orders from here before the mar- 
ket in New York opened. The general steadi- 
ness -in the London market helped this pur- 
pese. The rapid recuparation in the condition 
of the Bank of England and the continued ease 
uf money there, in epite of large withdrawals 
from the market by the bank, points to an 
early reduction :n the Bank of England rate. 
The opening prices of stocks here proved 
in most cases to be the highest. 
ne#s of the steel stocks which began from the 
opening proved a disappointment for those spec- 
ulators who had hoped that the group would 
assume the leadership of a new advance in 
prices, because of the strength shown by the 
leading steel stocks late yesterday. Yes- 
terday’s advance proved sufficient to bring 
in buying orders, anj the speculative back- 
ers of these stocks seemed indisposed to offer 
very vigorous support. The cqterie which 
bought stocks on Monday was credited with 
heavy selling to realize, and there were large 
Siling orders all day which were attributed 
to Chicago account. The real 
reaction was the faiivre to attract any renewed 
cutside speculation. Some attention was given 
to the reports of friction between the English 
and Rvssian admirals in Chinese waters. The 
statement of creasury operations reflected the 
peyments on account of gold withdrawn from 
the assay office for. export, which more thar 
Wiped out the week's previous gain by the 
tanks. A notable feature of the curren: money 
sitvation is the heavy reflux of national bank 
notes. Yesterday’s treasury statement shows 
that receipts of bank notes for current redemp- 
tion thus far for this month have amounted 
to $13,661,6C8. For the six months ending 
January Ist the total was $63,393.848. The 
average per working day previous to this month 
was a little over $420,000, while for this 
month thus far the average is considerably 
over $700,000 per working day. Experience 
shows that this return movement of bank 
notes is likely to continue heavy during Feb- 
ruary and March, and in view of the expan- 
sion under the new law of about $95,000,000 
in national bank note issues, it is likely to be 
ageravated this year. Tha limitation of 
$3,000,000 per month as the maximum allow- 
ed for retirement of bank notes remains in the 
law, and will act as an obstacle to the con- 
traction of circulation. The current redemp- 
tion of bank notes plays a large part in the 
large gains making by New York banks on sub- 
treasury operations. The large return of bank 
notes from circulation and the restriction on 
their retirement is expected to stimulate 
the pressure to place loans In the money mar- 
ket and will operate to foster the tendency to 
ehip gold abroad, notwithstanding continued 
ease in foreign money markets. Extreme de- 
clines reached 4% in St. Paul, 4% in Brook- 
lyn Transit, 2% in Steel and Wire, 2% in 
Federal Steel, and Manhattan, 2% in Northern 
Pacific, 2 in Great Northern preferred, 2% in 
Sugar and from [| to 2 in a large number of 
active stocks.

Eu- 
ropean drama, music and painting leave 
the Japanese cold—the very things we 
might fairly assume to be worth their 
admiration. 

‘One day Kotaka (Mr. Bigelow’s host), 
who does not care for music, allowed ms 
to escort his wife to a grand concert of 
the Symphony Society, given in the hall 
of the academy of music in Uyeno park, 
at half-past one.. The orchestra was all 
Japanese, clothed in European evening 
dress, twelve pieces in all, The pro- 
gramme was printed in English, and the 
tickets cost $1 aplece, which is a mon- 
strous price for Japan. It was a Eu- 
ropean building, and the interior, for ug- 
liness, was like the ordinary American 
country meeting house. Everything that 
was cultivated, rich and swell in Tokyo 
society turned up here, whether foreign 
or domestic. There was something to suit 
every taste. The orchestra would play 
a Mascagni intermezzo, and while it 
rested there would be a flute and samsin 
performance by popular artists in native 
gowns. The symphony dozen sat on 
chairs: the flute and samsin squatted 
down at the front of the stage. Theres 
would be solos and duos of Beethoven 
and Diabelli performed by German ama- 
teurs, and then a native song by Mat- 


‘sunaga and others in native dress, who 


formed a violet contrast, yet reaped ap- 
plause beyond anything given to the 
white man’s melody, even when p€r- 
formed by twelve musicians of Japan. 

“Mrs. Kotaka listened attentively to 
the white man’s music, and I followed 
with equal attention that of the yellow 
composers. I asked her what she thought 
of Beethoven and Mascagni. She thought 
they were interesting, but not so satisfac- 
tory from the standpoint of music as the 
composers of her own country. She ap- 
preciated the efforts of Schumann and 
Arthur Sullivan much as we might sit 
through a concert of bagpipes, or the 
work of some amateurs whose feelings 
we did not wish to hurt. And Mrs. Ko- 
taka is a lady thoroughly trained in mu- 
sical matters, a famous performer both 
ingtrumentally and vocally. That we do 
not imitate Japanese music while we are 
copying so much from that artistic na- 
tion is to my mind but a proof that their 
work in that field is too subtle for us, lies 
too far below the sutface. To do the 
white man justice, however, let me add 
that the orchestra of the twelve musi- 
cians, while very acctifate in time, and 
perfect in harmony and accord of instru- 
ments, is sadly lacking in the vital 
quality of interpretation.”

That there has been some kind of de- 
velopment _in the case seems to be a fact 
if the manner in which the detectives 
speak of the case is to be taken as any 
indication. 

Officers have Fisited every house in the 
neighborhood where Frazer’s brother met 
the man in the woods and delivered the 
gold. 1t appears that the officers think 
the man whp got the gold really knows 
where Bass Frazer is, for today when 
asked about the double mystery a deteo- 
tive said: 

“When we find one we will find both— 
Frazer and the gold.”’ 29 

More than that he would not say. 

Is Bass Frazer secreted by his abduc- 
tors somewhere in the city? This ques- 
tion has been propounded time and time 
again, and ag the case now looks, judg- 
ing from the way in which the officers 
are working on it, the answer to that 
question would be: 

*“Yes,. he is in Atlanta.”’ 

It would have been a much easier job 
to have kidnaped Frazer and secreted 
him in a house in the city than to have 
taken him away on a train. 

To drug a man and then get him into a 
house in the outskirts of the city would 
not be a very hard piece of work. And 
then to keep him there afterwards under 
guard and under threats would be an 
easy task for men with enough will and 
nerve to engage in such a piece of work. 

There are some clews in the possession 
of the detectives which it will not do now 
to publish, but they are of such a charac- 
ier as to give a hope that the man who 
got the gold will be located. 

But even if this were true, if the man 
who received the ransom is caught, that 
wil] not insure the finding of Frazer. Un- 
less what the officer said yesterday means 
more than he meant for it to, when 
the man who got the gola is found Bass 
Frazer will also be found.

Councilman Ernest Kontz yesterday is- 
sued a call for a meeting of the ordi- 
nance and legislative committee of coun- 
cil to take place in the council chamber 
at 3 o’clock this afternoon. 

The meeting will be an important one 
and it is expected that a large number 
of physicians will attend on account of 
the consideration to be given the ordi- 
nance proposed by Coungilman Longino 
providing for the creation of the office 
of a city health officer. 

It was announced several days ago dur- 
ing a meeting of the health board that 
many Atlanta doctors were opposed to a 
city health officer, and these gentlemen 
will be given every opportunity to be 
heard on the subject. The committee 
will also have up for action the resolu- 
tion of Councilman Barrett providing that 
Atlanta labor be employed on all work 
done in the city by corporations receiv- 
ing franchises from the city government, 

The application of J, M. Holbrook that 
the city sell him ten or twenty feet of 
land at the junction of Whitehall and 
F'oisylu sireets is to be acted upon. The 
land in question is part of the street 
which has recently been asphalted. The 
applicant, it seems, wishes to purchase 
additional land to add to the property 
which he now owns in that neighbor- 
hood. 

Would Re-Distnict City. 

Probably one of the matters to .come up 
which will attract general attention is 
the resolution of Councilman Barrett call- 
ing for the ye-districting of the city. This 
taatter was introduced in council on Mon- 
day and was referred to the ordinance 
committee for investigation. The appli- 
cation of Forrest’ Adair for a franchise 
to lay pipes for a new gas light company 
walt of considered by the ordinance com- 
mittee and a committee of five appointed 
by Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson. 

This special: committee is composed of 
Councilman “Minhiinnett, chairman; Al- 
derman Kilpatrick, Councilman Terry, 
Councilman Lewis and Councilman Fin- 
cher. 

Another matter of considerable interest 
is the application of Theodore Burnham 
asking that council adopt an ordinance 
governing the location and use of pri- 
vate stables in close proximity with 
dwellings.This same subject has been ag- 
itated before and it is expected that the 
sommittee will frame such a report to 
the council as will meet the approval of 
all who are vitally interested in the reso- 
dution. 

The resolution of Alderman LaHatte, 
presented during the council meeting on 
Monday, provding for extra help for the 
street improvement collecto? in serving 
notices on tenants in possession of prop- 
erty spught by the city at tax sales, will 
also come pp in the committee meeting. 
The origina] resolution at the time of its 
filing causeg considerable discussion and 
was amended by its author. 

The resolution as it now stands pro- 
vides for the amendment of sectici 1465 
of the city code of 1899 so as to make that 
section read: 

‘In all cases where property, having 
been hought by the city at tax sales, has 
been held one year,and by order of the 
mayor and general council is advertised 
to be sold again as provided by law, it 
shall be the duty of the city street im- 
provement collector or deputies in office 
at the time such sales are advertised, 
authority being given said collector to 
appoint deputies to assist in this service, 
to serve the five days’ notice required by 
law on the tenant in possession and to 
mike returns of such service in writing.”’

10 BANKRUPTS

Bankruptcy Tribunal Cannot Administer 


Exempt Property. 
HOMESTEAD LAWS UPHELD 


Court of Appeals Decides That « 
‘Waiver Cuts No Figure. 


THIS CASE WAS BEFORE JUDGE SPEER 


Bankruptcy Court Cannot Adminis- 
ter the Exempt Property Nor 
Entertain Proceedings. 


The United States circuit court of ap- 
peals for the fifth circuit, Judges Pardee, 
McCormick and Shelby sitting, has just 
rendered an important decision affecting 
the homestead laws of Georgia and half 
a dozen other states in their relation to 
the United States bankruptcy act of 1898, 
the purport of which is that the home- 
stead exemption fomus no part of the 
bankrupt estate to be administere@d by 
the district court, even though complain- 
ing creditors hold waiver of homestead 
rights given by the bankrupt. 

decision rendered is in the case of 

. Woodruff, bankrupt, appellant, vs. 

. Cheeves, trustee, and J. D, Lester 

. creditors, appellees, being an appeal 
from the decision of Judge Bmory Speer 
rendered in the United States district 
court at Macon. The court of appeals 
reverses the decree of Judge Speer, which 
directed all but $300 of the homestead ex- 
emption property be taken in hand by the 
trustee to be administered in favor of the 
creditors holding waivers of exemption, 
and directs that the appellant be granted 
a discharge in bankruptcy as applied for. 

There was a similar case before Judge 
‘Wildam T. Newman in the United States 
court for the northern district of Geor- 
gia some time ago, in which he decided 
practically in accordance with the de- 
cision of the court of appeals. 

In the case in question Z, T. Woodruff, 
of Dooly county, was adjudged a bank- 
rupt on January 6, 1899. O. C. Cheeves 
was appointed trustee on January 28. On 
February 23 the trustee made his report 
to the court of the property set aside by 
him as homestead exemption for Wood- 
ruff as required by the bankruptcy act. 
No exception was taken to this report by 
any creditor within twenty days. On 
March 23 the bankrupt filed his applica- 
tion for discharge, and the application 
was set for a hearing on June 65. 

On May 2 J. D. Lester and four other 
creditors of the bankrupt filed a petition 
setting forth their claims and showing 
that each held a waiver of homestead ex- 
emption rights from the bankrupt. They 
asked that they be granted such relief 
as could be offered and administered in 
a court of equity, stating that if a dis- 
charge was granted the bankrupt without 
providing for their claims, they would 
be remediless. 

The bankrupt, -Woodruff, by his coun- 
sel, filled a general demurrer to tie peti- 
tion, and for special cause of demurrer 
claimed there was no authority for in- 
stituting such proceedings; that the bank- 
ruptcy court has no jurisdiction over ex- 
empted property, and’ has no jurisdiction 
to administer it; that the waiver of 
homestead relied on is no legal reason for 
denying the bankrupt hts exemption, un- 
der the constitution and law of Georgia; 
that exceptions’ to bankrupt’s discharge, 
and not injunction, is the proper remedy, 
and that there is no authority of law in 
the bankrupt act for the relief sought, 

Judge Speer overruled the demurrer and 
directed that the trustee take charge of 
the property set apart’ as homestead ex- 
emption. He directed the trustee to turn 
$300 of the property over to the bankrupt, 
and to take charge of the remainder of 
the $1,600 worth to be administered in fa- 
vor of the creditors holding waivers of 
exemption, who were, under the decree, 
given liens against such property. 


What Court of Appeals Says. 

The decision of the court of appeals 
overruling Judge Speer was prepared by 
Judge McCormick. It is stated that the 
record showed that the proceedings were 
ripe for the application by the bankrupt 
to obtain his discharge. The decision 
says: 

“The application thus being timely and 
in proper form, it was the duty of the 
judge to hear the same, and investigate 
the merits thereof and discharge the ap- 
plicant, unless such proofs and pleas 
made in opposition thereto by parties in 
interest, who had been given sufficient 
time and reasonable opportunity to be 
heard, made known to the court that he 
had (1) committed an offense punishable 


by imprisonment as provided by the act, 
of July 1, 1898, or (2) had, with fraudulent | 


intent to conceal his true financial condi- 
tion and in contemplation of bankruptcy, 
destroyed, concealed or failed to keep 
books of accounts or records from which 
his true condition might be ascertained. 
(Section 14 b.) Nothing of this kind was 
attempted to be shown; and what was 
shown assumes that these statutory ob- 
jections did not exist.’’ 

The court of appeals then takes up the 
relations between the creditors in ques- 
tion and the bankrupt, stating that the 
record indicates that the bankrupt was 
a person entitled to the $1,600 exemption 
under the laws of Georgia. 

The decision takes up next the ques- 
tion of the jurisdiction of a court of 
bankruptcy, and says if the petition is in- 
tended to invoke the powers of the court 
in administering estates of bankrupts, it 
encounters the provision that ‘“This action 
shall not affect the allowance to bank- 
rupts of the exemptions which are pre- 
scribed by the state laws in force at the 
time of thé filing of the petition in the 
state wherein they have had their domi- 
cile for the six months, or the greatest 
portion thereof, immediately preceding 
the filing of the petition.’ (Section 6.) 

The decision also mentions section 70a of 
the bankrupt act, and says: “It seems 
clear to us that this language of the siat- 
ute leaves no room for argument to show 
that the exempt property constitutes a 
part of the estate in bankruptcy, subject 
to administration by the trustee or by the 
court in bankruptcy.”’ 

On the other question, supposing that 
the bill invokes the jurisdiction of the 
court to entertain a plenary proceeding 
in equity between the parties, the court 
quotes from the opinion of the supreme 
court of the United States in the case of 
Bardes vs. Howarden Bank, 178 U. 8. 254 
(announced since these proceedings were 
instituted in the district court) in order 
to show that congress in passing the 
bankruptcy law of 1898 did not contem- 
plate any such proceeding. The decision 
cited gives the full details on that sub- 
ject. 

The district court, the opinion con- 
cludes, should have sustained the demur- 
rer and have granted the bankrupt his 
discharge. The cause was remanded tod 
that court “with direction to dismiss 
complainants’ bill at their cost, and to 
enter an order nunc pro tunc as of date 
August 5, 1899, discharging the bankrupt 
agreeably to law.”

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THE THEATERS 
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In the bill of the play ‘“‘More Than 
Queen”’ is classjfied as an “imperial spec- 
tacje.”’ 

That is all it ig—a superb and gorgeous 
spectacle. To treat it from any other 
standpoint would be unfair, because 
nothing else is claimed for the produc- 
tion. It is peopled largely with lay 
figures who have nothing to do but ex- 
hibit richly brocaded costumes of silk 
and satin. Miss Walsh as the Empress 
Josephine is the only real live person in 
the play, and it takes all the resources 
of her art amd the potent charm of her 
personality to make the divorced wife of 
the emperor ‘‘more than queen.”

In three respects ‘“‘More Than Queen” 
excels. The scenery igs as adequate as 
can be procured; the costumes are of a 
fineness and richness seldom equaled and 
the two are combined in several striking- 
ly effective pictures that appeal forcibly 
to the eye. 

The scene in the prologue showing the 
garden of the Palais Royal was so charm- 
ing a picture that no one cared to ac- 
count for the couples who were strolling 
under the trees. It seemed rather an im- 
pertinence to listen to what they were 
saying. 

The stage setting jin the second act 
showing the garden of Malmaison was 
the most attractive of them all, not ex- 
cepting the tableau showing the corona- 
tion in the church of Notre Dame, though 
the latter was gorgeous to a degree.
